Badges for Branch and Division Officers. 
Ir will be recalled that the Council of the Association 
in June, 1925, at the last meeting held at 429, Strand, 
approved the idea of the provision of badges for officers 
of Branches and Divisions. Since then a number of these 
units have adopted this 
measure, the badges 
having been provided 
generally either as per- 
sonal gifts or by a volun- 
tary levy on members. 
In several areas arrange- 
ments have been made 
gradually to replace the 
ribbon collar bearing the 
chairman’s badge by a 
chain composed of links 
inscribed with the names 
and year of office of the 
successive wearers. In 
the East Yorkshire 
Division Dr. Ritchie 
Rodger, on relinquishing 
office as chairman some 
years ago, presented a 
badge for the use of his 
successors; the next 
chairman, Dr. D. M. 
Mackay, added a link, 
bearing his name and 
year of office, and suggested that each succeeding

chairman should do the same until the ribbon could 


be replaced by a chain. On the proposal of Dr. 


- Murray, who had held that office at an earlier date, past- 


chairmen were given an opportunity to present links, and 
the present chairman, Mr. Robert Grieve, is now wearing 
a collar with twenty-five links. These links are of gold, 
each having in front in enamel the white rose of Yorkshire, 
and on the reverse the name and year of a past chairman; 
the links, arranged in chronological order, are carried on 


' a broad ribbon of dark crimson silk, as shown in the 


accompanying illustration. The photograph also shows the 
badge approved by the Association for this purpose. In 
this hadge, as in that designed for honorary secretaries, 
the central device is a replica of the staff and serpent 
of Aesculapius (in the form in which they appear above 
the Memorial Gates at the Association’s House), along 
with the initials B.M.A. This device is enclosed in a 


_ Circle, the inner part having engraved upon it the name 


of the Association, while the outer part is modelled in 


the form of a wreath. For chairmen the badge is sus- 
pended from a bar, on which appears the namg of the 
Branch or Division, hanging from a collar, while for 
secretaries the badge is suspended by a ribbon from a 
brooch, after the fashion of a medal or similar decoration. 
Badges may be obtained through the Financial Secretary, 
British Medical Association House, Tavistock Square, 
W.C.1, the prices being as follows:—Chairman’s collar 
and pendant jewel: Q-carat gold, £3 18s. 9d.; sterling 
silver, gold plated, £1 8s.; sterling silver, £1 7s. . Secre- 
tary’s jewel with ribbon and top bar: 9-carat gold, £3 13s, ; 
sterling silver, gold plated, £1 3s. 6d.; sterling silver, £1 2s.

Heroin and the Dangerous Drugs Regulations. 

New Regulations have been made under the Dangerous 
Drugs Acts which bring within their scope all mixtures 
containing heroin, however small the dose. It is important 
to remember that as from January Ist of this year all the 
formalities which have to be observed in regard to what 
are already known as dangerous drugs apply equally to 
heroin, no matter how small the quantity included in the 
mixture. The Regulations will, of course, apply to the 
formulae containing heroin which have been adopted by 
Local Medical and Panel Committees in their formularies.

AvustraLia: Victorian BraNncu. 
The Year’s Work. 

Tue Victorian Branch has further increased in size during 1928, 
in spite of an unusually large number of deaths. The total 
membership is now 1,368, a higher level than’ has been reached 
in any previous year. Various local and ethical decisions have 
been published, and references to these are contained in the 
annual report of the Branch, which, as in previous years, is 
issued as a printed pamphlet. The rates of subscription for 
various classes of members have been revised, and the new scale 
is set out in detail. The rules of the Branch are also being 
revised, and copies are to be sent to each member early in 1929. 
During the year under review the Scientific Committee of the 
Branch arranged nine monthly meetings, eight special meetings, 
and seven clinical meetings, when various papers were read and 
discussions were organized. 

It is announced in the report that, in connexion with the third 
session of the Australian Medical Congress, to be held in Sydney 
next September, Dr. F. L. Davies has been nominated local 
secretary for the State of Victoria. A bronze plaque in memory 
of Dr. R. J. Bull was unveiled by the president of the Branch 
on October 3rd, in the Medical Society Hall; during the previous 
week a tablet had been unveiled by the Chancellor of the 
University in the bacteriological laboratory. In response to a 
‘resolution passed in March a large sum of money has been 
contributed by medical practitioners to the National War 
Memorial. Successful candidates in the final medical examina- 
tions in April and September were entertained at a conversazioue 
arranged by the Branch in September. 


Assam Brancu. 


THe annual general meeting of the Assam Branch was held at 
Haflong, North Cachar Hills, on November 23rd, 24th, and 25th, 
1928, with Lieut.-Colonel F. Parmer, the president, in the chair. 
In his presidential address Colonel Palmer touched on various 
matters which had come before the Branch for decision durin 
the year. Lieut.-Colonel Morison, director of the Pasteur Insti- 
tute, Shillong, read an interesting paper on rabies, following 
which he answered questions arising from the discussion. He also 
gave an extremely interesting account (with maps and diagrams) 
of an outbreak of dysentery in a Khasi village, with its treat- 
ment. Colonel Parmer read a paper on investigations in sporadic 
cholera in 1928, in which he described the continuation of his 
work on_ this subject. An interesting discussion followed. 
Colonel Palmer also demonstrated a case of mycetoma in 
which apparent cure followed the oral administration of - the 
citrates of copper and zinc associated with the intravenous 
injection of bismuth tartrate. The two citrates given first 
resulted in considerable improvement, but not in cure, until 
the bismuth injections were added to the treatment. Colonel 
Morison read a paper on the bacteriophage, after which he replied 
to various questions bearing on the subject. Dr. Biruie described 
a series of cases of bacillary dysentery treated by bacteriophage. 

Among important subjects which came before the meeting was 
the question of the proposed bill for the constitution of a Medical 
Council in India. After discussion, a resolution embodying the 
views of the meeting was passed.

at the Pathological Laboratory of the Grant Medical College, 
when Lieut.-Colonel Hamitton presided. 

Major S. L. Buaria, 1.M.S., read a paper on the recent advances 
in the physiology of the spleen. After ee the anatomy ang 
histology of this organ, Major Buaria outlined the investigation jp 
the Andes by Professors Barcroft and Meakins and Mr. Doggar 
of the haemoglobin changes at high altitudes. He detailed the 
line of investigation by which the spleen is ——— to the outsidg 
of the body; this showed how its size diminishe 
exercise, and how it functioned as a reservoir of blood. Major 
Bhatia then referred to other functions of the spleen, such as iron 
storage, corpuscle formation and destruction, and the production of 
antibodies and an internal secretion. 

In the subsequent discussion Colonel Hammton and Dr, 
Kapapra took part. A demonstration was given illustrating a few 
of the pathological conditions of the spleen, which was highly 
appreciated.

‘Ar a clinical meeting of the East Yorkshire Division Mr. Ronezt 
Grinve presided, and forty-eight members were present. 

Mr. R. R. Siueson showed a woman who had had twelve mastoid 
operations, as the result of bilateral otitis media, following scarlet 
fever at the age of 7. She was about to undergo the thirteenth 
operation, and Mr. Simpson demonstrated how expert the woman 
was at lip-reading. Mr. Simpson also showed a case of carcinoma 
of the larynx, in which the left cord was affected. Tho growth 
was a squamous-celled carcinoma, but the patient refused the 
complete operation, and therefore a laryngeal fissure was per 
formed. The details of the operation were described. and the 
results were extremely satisfactory, the patient being able to 
speak with a clear, strong voice. The growth was removed com- 
plete with as much healthy tissue round it as possible. In_ the 
discussion which followed Dr. Bannen, radiologist at the Hull 
Royal Infirmary, suggested that radium inserted througn the 
fissure might be of considerable benefit. 

Mr. C. H. Corsetr demonstrated a case of dural tacking treated 
by celluloid implantation. Temporal decompression had been pete 
formed some years previously, and positional headaches and 
giddiness with fits had been the leading manifestations of dural 


tacking; at a second operation two years after the celluloid 


implantation had been made it was found that the outer per 
forated celluloid had been absorbed and replaced by_ bone 
A second case shown by Mr. Corbett was one of “ blue brain” 
with characteristics of this condition as outlined by Goodhart, 
There was somnolence and periodic headaches, with some nasal 
discoloration. The extremities were affected, the feet being colder 
and more congested than the hands. The line of the demarcation 
between the discoloured and normal skin was very abrupt, and 
it was found that with the oscillometric syphygmometer 

blood pressure in the unaffected leg area, proximal to the biue 
and cold zone, was 210 systolic and 140 diastolic, the amplitude 
of arterial movement at the diastolic pressure was 7, while over 
the affected area the systolic pressure was 150 and the diastolic 
115, the amplitude of movement being but 1}. The more affected 
leg showed in the involved area an amplitude much less than that 
of the other leg. Similarly, the right arm, though less affected, 
showed an amplitude over the brachial artery of 64, while the 
left arm, though more affected, had a range of only 4.

Fire Brancu. 
A spectaL meeting of the Fife Branch was held at Kirkcaldy on 
December 13th, 1928, to discuss the interim report on encroach- 
ments on the sphere of private —— by the activities of local 
authorities; the president, Dr. Ispare Greta, was in the chair, 
Dr. Drever, the Scottish “Medical Secretary, was present, and 
there was an attendance of twenty-five members. 

Dr. Drever, in a general statement on the situation, indicated 
the probable effect of the Local Government Bill, which would 
transfer public health administration from parishes and _burghs 
to county areas, etc. He anticipated a considerable development 
of powers under various Acts, and pointed owt that the block 
grant was unconditional in contrast with the percentage grant, 
which imposed restrictions. He commented on the restrictions in 
the English Act which were not in the Scottish Acts, and stated 
that the report before the ae was generally applicable to 
Scotland as well as to England. The question that practitioners 
had to decide was whether certain medical services should be given 
on a communal basis. If the answer to this question was in the 
affirmative, then they had to consider whether these services should 
be provided by private practitioners, who would come into the 
administrative machine, or by whole-time medical men, 

Dr, Dovetas pointed out that all the work could be done by the 
general practitioner, and expressed the hope that the professicn 
would not allow it to pass from its hawt. Dr. Yue (medical 
officer of health, Fifeshire) said that Fife was among the first 
counties in Scotland to take up child welfare work, and drew 
attention to the difference between the east and west areas of the 
county. He believed that the Fife County Council would not desire 
to og money in extending the services. He described the work 
of the health visitors and tuberculosis officers, and said he was 
convinced that very necessary work was being done in the venereal 
disease centres. The report was more of an indictment of the 
general practitioner than of the whole-time officer. Dr. Dickson 
(Lochgelly) thought that the centres which had been established 
should be looked after by general practitioners. He considered 
Recommendation (a) an extension of national health insurance, 
and added that the system outlined therein had been in vogue in 
Lochgelly for a considerable period, doctors acting as health 
visitors. He failed to see the necessity for the attendance of a 
doctor at child welfare and maternity centres. Dr. Crawrorp 
(Kirkcaldy) believed that at many centres the wron people got 
help. Dr. McIntosu (medical officer of health, Kirkcaldy) disagreed 
with Dr. Drever in regard to the effect of the percentage grant. 
He believed that various schemes were largely brought into being 

ause of this grant, and that if it was withdrawn it was 
unlikely those schemes would develop further. He gave an account 
of the work which was being done at the Kirkcaldy venereal disease 
and maternity and child welfare centres. In his opinion it was 
4 y of perfection to suggest that minor ailments should be 
telerred to the family doctor. Dr. Krause (Fife) gave details of 
the school medical services. He argued that certain branches of 
ad work required special knowledge, and instanced the fitting the

Dr. Drever, in answer to a gee stated that present encroach- 
ments on private practice by various health authorities were 
largely due to the inability of the working classes to pay for 
medical attendance. The Association wanted to get back to the 


fundamental principle that for every family there should be a - 


family doctor. He agreed that a large number of cases were 
better treated at clinics, and that it would be a waste of the 
general practitioner’s time to treat many of these cases. Only 
those people should be treated at the centres who were sent there 


by the family doctors. Dr, Craic (Cowdenbeath) had found nothing | 


but good from health visitors. The question should be looked at 
from the point of view of how the private practitioner could 


co-operate in furthering these services. Dr. Yute argued that if. 


all clinical work was to be performed by the private practitioner, 


the whole-time official would be unable to get experience. He’ 


questioned the report where it stated that the function of the 
whole-time medical officer should be confined as much as possible 
to the prevention of disease; the statement was too vague. Dr. 
Dovetas said that as general practitioners they claimed the right 
to carry on the actual executive work of the clinics, always under- 
standing that the administration would be entirely in the hands of 
the medical officer of health. 

The Presipent then put the recommendations seriatim to the 
meeting, and I, II, II, IV, VI, VII, VIII, and IX were approved 
unanimously,

Lancasuire AND CHESHIRE Division. 
A spectaL meeting of the Liverpool Division, to which members 
of the cuation: St. Helens, igan, and Warrington Divisions 
and the Liverpool Medical Association had been invited, was held 
at the Liverpool Medical Institution on December 19th, 1928. Dr. 
GuLLan was in the chair, and 157 members were present. The 
chairman having explained briefly the object. of the meeting, 
Dr. Atrrep Cox, the Medical Secretary, opened a discussion on 
the encroachments of public health services into private practice. 

Dr. Cox congratulated those responsible for calling the meeting 
on the excellent attendance, which showed that the local pro- 
fession understood how important the Private Practice Com- 
mittee’s report was. It was much more than a mere discussion 
of alleged encroachments on the incomes of general practitioners; 
it was indeed held by many that the work of the various institu- 
tions discussed in the report had increased the work not only 
of the general practitioner but of many specialists. The report 
was, in fact, an examination of a position which showed that 
the growth of social legislation — the past thirty years, and 
particularly the inspection of school children, had brought to light 
serious gaps in the provision of medical attendance for the com- 
munity which the ordinary system of private practice had not 
filled. The question now before the profession was how best 
to fill these gaps, since evidently the community had decided that 
they ought to be filled—a proposition with which every doctor 
must agree. The various centres and clinics had come to stay, but 
it was possible to man them in at least two ways. The first way 
would more and more segregate the treatment of certain diseases 
in certain large classes of the community, together with the prac- 
tice of preventive medicine, and place them in the hands of 
whole-time doctors. The other way—which was favoured by the 
Private Practice Committee, and which was obviously not so con- 
venient from the purely administrative point of view—would place 
the treatment of these diseases in the hands of local practi- 
tioners, both general and special, and would definitely enlist their 
interest in the theory and practice of preventive medicine. The 
administrative difficulties could be overcome, and it depended 
very largely on the willingness, nay the anxiety, of private practi- 
tioners as a whole, and on the goodwill of medical officers of 
health, whether this latter method should gradually supplant the 
former, or whether the inroads into the usefulness of the family 
doctor should continue, with the result of making him mainly a 
first-aid aed and guide to the nearest clinic or hospital, 
thereby killing any interest in preventive medicine that hi 
medical education might have stimulated in him. 

The paragraphs of the recommendations were considered 
separately and agreed to, with the exception of the following : 
Paragraph III (a)—it was agreed that the word “ domiciliary ” 
should be inserted instead of “greater” in the third line; 
Paragraph VII (c) was agreed to with the deletion of the last 
three lines; Paragraph VII (e) was agreed to with the substitution 
of the word “should” for ‘* must” in the first line.

A meetinG of medica] practitioners in the South-West Essex area 
was held under the auspices of the Division at Leyton on December 
llth, 1928, to discuss the encroachments on the sphere of private 
practice by the activities of local authorities. 

Dr. Bapenocu, chairman of the Division, opening the discussion, 
welcomed the members of the public health service who had spared 
time to come. He said that in the recent developments of public 
health and preventive medicine the general practitioner felt him- 
self left very much in the cold. There was an increasing tendency 
for these two branches of the profession to become distinct and 
divided, which, in his opinion, was neither for their own good 
nor for the good of the general public. Sir George Newman's 
assertion of the importance of the general practitioner (Prerentir« 
Medicine, 1926) was quoted. Dr. Badenoch thought school medical 
inspection was probably best undertaken by full-time men, bui 
this was not the case in maternity and child welfare work. In 
his opinion the expert in midwifery was the general practitioner 
of some years’ standing—and he ought to do his own ante-natal 
work. Many of the treatment centres might be staffed by general 
practitioners who had made a special study of one particular 
subject. If the general practitioner was slowly ousted from all 
active part in preventive and curative medicine in the young 
he would grow stale and uninterested. He pleaded for co-opera- 
tion, and suggested that good might come of a vigilance committee 
composed of medical men from all branches of the profession, 
which would discuss ways and means whereby the full medical 
knowledge of the district could be utilized. 

Drs. BuLttovGu, Pantinc, Maccrecor, Forrest, JARDINE, BARKER, 
Puitip, and Brack took part in the discussion. There was a 
strong feeling among many of the speakers that part-time medical 
officers would not be successful in the area, and a general wish 
for more co-operation between the medical officer of the clinic and 
the private doctor in the treatment of individual cases. The 
present working of the tuberculosis scheme in the district was 
mentioned as being eminently satisfactory. 

Dr. BuLtovGH (medical officer of health for Essex) welcomed 
the suggestion of a vigilance committee, and Dr. Forrest (medical 
officer of health for Leyton) invited practitioners in his district to 
visit the clinics and obtain first-hand knowledge of what was done 
there. Finally the following resolution was passed : 

This Division is in general agreement with the recommendations of 
the report, with the exception of V and VI, where there is a division 
of opinion. It urges upon the British Medical Association the 
necessity for carefully watching further developments, and of 
ane to the notice of local authorities the advantages to the 
public health which would accrue from a more hearty co-operation 
with the general practitioner, not only in the curative but in the 
preventive sphere of medicine. °

Contract Practice in South Wales, 

Sin,—Knowing, as | de, so many members of the Contract 
Practice Subcommittee of the Welsh Committee, I must protest 
against the tone of Dr. Gwilym Pierce’s letter in the Supple- 
ment of December 22nd, 1928 (p. 275). 

Putting aside his personalities regarding the chairman, secre- 
tary, and “* affluent old-stagers,’’ and coming down to the facts 
of the situation, 1 may say that the matter which he raises— 
the plight of the medical men in the distressed areas (in one 
of which I practise)—has been considered, to my knowledge, 
by the Contract Practice Committee on several occasions, and 
at great length. 

In Dr. Pierce's locality he states that some 7,000 colliers are 
pay lel this is the case in many areas in South Wales, 
and the problem is consequently a very big one. 

It is well known that many medical men are in very 
straitened circumstances, and I have heard it suggested that 
a levy of, say, one penny per week per head, be made on 
colliers receiving unemployment benefit as some return for the 
services which they and their families receive. 

I have discussed this matter with many medical men, and 
the vast majority, and not only the “ affluent old-stagers,” feel 
that it would be held up as a reproach to us in the future that 
we obtained money by pressure, and insisted on “ payment ”’ 
from men in circumstances almost of destitution. Having 
regard, also, to the expenses of collection, the general opinion 
appears to be that the sum so raised would be very small, 
and, indeed, hardly worth collecting. 

When times improve the whole question of poundage must be 
revised on an upward scale, and the general opinion seems to 
be that the position of the British Medical Association as a 
negotiating body would be adversely affected if it could be 
pointed out at some fature date that it had used its influence 
to extract. money trom the starving miners. / 

Our main hope—indeed, our only hope—is in a revival of the 
coal trade, and the present state of affairs is beyond the control 
of the British Medical Association, or, indeed, any other body.
